Maur an call for 
a building two 
stor ies high, cr ucifor m in shape, 
Gr eek por tico, with four Cor inth­ 
ian columns extending the height 
of the building. 
The str uctur e will fr ont on Thir d 
str eet, and will be located in the 
center ^of the block. It will extend 
114 feet fr om east to west, and 84 
feet fr om nor th to south, including 
the steps to the por tico. 
The building will be constr ucted 
of white Car thage stone, coupled 
with ter r a cotta, the latter to be of 
the same color , so that the two ma­ 
ter ials 
cannot 
be 
distinguished. 
The 
ter r a 
cotta 
finish 
will 
be 
moulded in the most elabor ate de­ 
signs for or namentation. The stack 
r oom is to be fir e-pr oof, with a 
r olling shutter door , and the total 
cost, estimated, is about $43,000.

On the second floor will be the 
ladies’ r oom, childr en’s r oom, gen­ 
tlemen’s r oom, dir ector s’ r oom, ar t 
r oom, thr ee unassigned r ooms, la­ 
dies’ toilet r oom and gentlemen’s 
toilet r oom.

basement will be

The building as designed will be 
by far the handsomest in Sedalia,

Ranier had worked on the foun­ 
dation of a new factory building 
some time after the common la­ 
borers had struck. 
A quarrel re­ 
sulted yesterday over this fact and 
it is said that Ranier was called a 
“ scab. ’ ' 
H e then went 
to his home a 
short distance aw ay, returned with 
a shotgun and shot Oathout and 
Burtchett. 
The gun was loaded 
with heavy shot and they were in­ 
stantly'killed. 
Both 
Oathout 
and 
Burtchett 
were married men and leave fami­ 
lies. 
Ranier is also a married man 
with a family. 
A fte r the shooting Ranier went 
home, shaved off his 
moustache 
and crossed the river to Missouri. 
Officers followed, and he was ar­ 
rested at Rushville, five miles east 
of Atchison, last evening. 
Ranier 
refused to return to Atchison w ith­ 
out a requisition, and was taken to 
St. Joseph and placed in jail. 
He 
is about 50 years old.

TWO WERE KILLED. 


Sp read in g Rails Cau se a Bad Wreck
